/ part hereinafter contained, subject to the reservations and provisos and upon 
l the conditions hereinafter mentioned and expressed, and for other good and 
sufficient considerations has g ranted, and ty these presents does grant, unto 
the said party of the second part and to its successors and assigns, but upon 
and subject to the reservations and conditions and for the uses and purposes 
hereinafter designated and stipulated, and none other, andwhile devoted to 
those uses and purposes, all those certain lots, pieces or parcels of lan ^

TO HAVE AND TO HOID , all and sing- 
ular the a bove-granted premises, together with the appurtenances, unto the 
said party of the second part, its successors andassigns, for the uses a nd 
purposes aforesaid and none other, and for so long as a railroad shall be main- 
tained and operated thereon by the said party of the second part, its succes- 
sors and assigns, and no longer. AND THE SAID PARTY OF THE FIRST PART, for and 
In consideration of the covenants on the part of the said party of the second 
part hereinafter contained, further agrees withthe said party of the second 
part, its successors and assigns, to forthwith grant and dedicate for t he use 
of t he public as a public street, all that certain piece or parcel of land 
hereinafter described. AND THE SAID PARTY OF THE SECOND PART, its successors 
and assigns, for and in consideration o f the agreements and covenants of said 
party of the first part hereinbefore contained, has granted, and by these pre- 
sents does grant;, remise, release a nd reconvey to t he said party of the first 
part, all its right, title and interest in and to that certain piece or par- 
cel of land hereinafter described, being a portion of that certain piece o r 
parcel of land conveyed to the North Pacific Coast Railroad Company by deed 
dated October 23,1893, from the Tamalpais Land and Water Company, and recor-
